the first clock signal, each of the multiple stages comprising: a pull-up section for providing 
a corresponding one of the first and second clock signals to an output terminal; a pull-up 
driving section coupled to an input node of the pull-up section, for turning on the pull-up 
section in response to a front edge of an input signal and turning off the pull-up section in 
response to a front edge of an output signal of one of next stages; a pull-down section for 
providing a first power voltage to the output terminal; and a pull-down driving section 
coupled to an input node of the pull-down section, for turning off the pull-down section in 
response to the front edge of the input signal and turning on the pull- down section in 
response to the front edge of the output signal of one of the next stages.
